Katheryn  Beltz,  Jeanette  Hine,  Marie  Hine,  Barbara  Keffer,  Manuel  Torres  leave  us. 

Miss  Colclessor  was  our  fourth  grade  teacher,  and  she  had  the  privilege  of 
Leaching  us  how  to  write  with  ink;  what  a  time!  We  were  learning  more  of  our 
multiplication  tables  also.  Shirley  Cundy  and  Ceorge  Hill  came  to  our  class  this  year. 

This  vear  being  our  fifth,  we  thought  we  were  growing  up.  Mrs.  alters  was  our 
teacher.
